DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The response of 02/28/1 1 was received and considered 

2. Claims 1, 3 and 15 are canceled. Claims 2, 4-14, and 16-21 are pending. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments/amendments, filed 02/28/1 1 , with respect to claims 2, 4- 
14, and 16-21 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The previous rejections 
of claims 2, 4-14, and 16-21 have been withdrawn. 

4. According to MPEP 1302.14 (I): "In most cases, the examiner's actions and the 
applicant's replies make evident the reasons for allowance, satisfying the "record as a 
whole" proviso of the rule. This is particularly true when applicant fully complies with 37 
CFR 1.111 (b) and (c) and 37 CFR 1 .133(b). Thus, where the examiner's actions clearly 
point out the reasons for rejection and the applicant's reply explicitly presents reasons 
why claims are patentable over the reference, the reasons for allowance are in all 
probability evident from the record and no statement should be necessary."
